For  the  Dominion  Government,  here  is 
the  opportunity  to  give  aome  more  tangible 
and  practical  expression  than  any  afforded 
yet  to  the  decades  in  which  these  communi- 
ties— notably  Victoria  and  Esquimalt — have 
borne  national  obligations  out  of  their  civic 
treasuries.  Military  roads  in  Esquimalt.  spe- 
cial fire  protection  and  public  servicing  in 
Victoria,  the  surrender  of  taxes  everywhere, 
and  the  provision  of  water  mains  and  police 
services  are  all  bound  up  with  the  garrison 
nature  of  this  community.  Nor  have  these 
claims  been  recognized  in  any  fitting  degree 
up  to  the  present  moment.  A substantial 
Federal  grant  in  support  of  the  metropolitan 
road  network,  and  action  to  decide  what 
is  to  be  done  here  with  new  Federal  buildings 
should  now  be  requested. 

As  to  the  Provincial  Government,  it  has 
become  clear  that  all  main  roads  leading  into 
Victoria  have  in  fact  become  arterial,  and 
must  be  put  in  proper  shape,  The  Island 
Highway  has  several  approaches  from  the 
city,  and  none  of  them  too  clearly  marked 
or  well  maintained.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
main  north-south  roads  in  Saanich,  entering 
the  city  with  steadily  growing  volumes  of 
traffic.  Road*  that  served  50.000  people  are 
inadequate  for  102,000  people  That  is  the 
position  today.  Before  even  road  mainten- 
ance is  considered,  the  Province  has  had  on 
file  for  more  than  30  year*  its  "Capital  City 
Plan.”  Now  would  be  the  right  -time  to 
exhume  that  plan,  and  to  give  it  practical  ex- 
pression in  deeds. 

It  will  be  conceded  that  the  four  Victoria 
municipalities  have  a first  obligation  in  the 
matter  of  road*  and  public  services.  Beyond 
that,  however,  no  senior  government  can  es- 
cape the  moral  obligation  of  the  present  sit- 
uation. With  cleared  roadbedv  Victoria  can 
be  made  an  outstandingly  beautiful  city: 
both  as  to  its  traffieways  and  its  buildings. 

I hat  should  be  a co-operative  effort.  In  it. 
these  municipalities  should  not  be  asked  to 
stand  alone  to  do  what  is  in  some  part  the 
nation's  business.  The  municipalities  will 
have  a great  deal  to  do  on  their  own  account, 
and  in  this  they  clearly  will  be  entitled  to 
both  encouragement  and  practical  help.  This 
ehsncr  to  build  with  vision  will  not  come 
again. 


Continuing  Problem 

As  a result  of  the  special  publicity  cam- 
paign conducted  by  a committer  of  the  Citi- 
zens' Rehabilitation  Council  more  than  100 
war  veterans  ol  the  older  age  group  here  have 
been  found  employment,  t hat  is  satisfactory 
#o  far  as  it  goes,  and  the  committee  is  to  be 
commended  for  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
its  members  pursued  their  object.  As  Cap- 
tain D.  J.  Proudfoot.  chairman,  stated  in  his 
final  report,  however,  the  problem  is  one 
which  must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  There  are 
still  several  hundreds  of  older  ex-servicemen 
seeking  employment  in  this  area.  Until  these 
men  have  been  found  positions  the  responsi- 
mility  on  this  community  will  not  have 
been  discharged. 

The  position  will  be  reviewed  six  months 
bcncc.  with  the  object  of  promoting  further 
action  if  it  u still  necessary  at  that  time. 
Meanwhile  employers  in  a position  to  in- 
crease staffs  or  fill  vacancies  would  be  render- 
ing a fine  personal  and  national  service  by 
taking  advantage  of  the  pool  of  reliable  labor 
which  these  experienced  veterans  represent. 
T he  suggestion  that  some  service  club  may 
find  it  possible  to  include  this  employment 
problem  among  its  activities  is  also  worthy 
of  study.  The  combined  interest  of  all  agen- 
«ies  able  to  assist  will  be  needed  to  ensure 
•teady  work  for  thia  particular  class  of 
veteran. 

It  seems  apparent  that  Governmental  and 
municipal  bodies  have  not  implemented  their 
offers  of  assistance  to  any  appreciable  degree. 
More  than  lip  service  will  be  required  to  find 
•mployment  for  these  older  veterans  Private 
tmployers  have  responded  well,  but  it  is  re- 
grettable that  official  governing  groups  have 
not  done  more  than  they  have  There  must 
be  many  tasks  which  could  be  performed 
efficiently  by  men  over  forty  among  the  va- 
ried duties  of  Federal  and  Provincial  em- 
ployee*. The  debt  owing  to  older  veterans, 
•ome  of  them  returned  men  of  two  wars, 
will  not  be  discharged  until  they  arc  all  gain- 
fully employed.  Governmental  agencies  could 
five  a welcome  lead  in  this  matter. 


L\ ailing  the  Iwiif 

The  action  of  the  Provincial  Government 
in  basing  the  intended  prosecutions  in  a 
Nanaimo  laundry  dispute  upon  asserted  fail- 
ure of  the  union  concerned  to  submit  the 
disagreement  to  conciliation  appears  as  a 
weakness  in  the  Province’s  approach  to  this 
question.  At  the  Iasi  session  qf  the  Legisla- 
ture a Government  bill  was  enacted  to  out 
law  strikes  for  any  reason  before  a supervised 
secret  ballot  had  been  taken  of  the  workers 
affected,  this  supervision  to  be  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  Crown.  That  was  the  dear 
intent  of  the  Legislature,  it  was  also  the 
express  wording  • the  statute  amendments 
presented  by  tin  i.nistcr  of  Labor 

It  is  begging  the  question  decidedly  to 
argue  now  that  as  conciliation  was  not  com- 
menced in  this  instance  the  main  clause  in 
that  statute  dealing  with  strikes  is  not  opera- 
tive. The  wording  of  the  supervised  vote 
clause,  together  with  an  express  explanation 
of  what  it  is  to  cover  and  to  mean,  are  dear 
in  the  amended  Industrial  Conciliation  .nd 
Arbitration  Act.  They  seem  to  have  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  whether  or  not  concilia- 
tion was  commenced.  The  statute  says  no 
strike  shall  be  called  before  a supervised  vote 
of  the  workers  affected  No  such  supervised 
ballot  was  taken  m this  instance  so  far  as 
current  reports  show. 

The  question  logically  arises  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  Provincial  Government  is  going 
to  stand  by  the  main  enactment  and  this  an- 
nounced policy;  or  if  weak  and  indecisive 
refuge  is  to  be  taken  in  what,  after  all.  is 
little  more  than  a mere  technicality’  Having 
presented  the  enactment  and  secured  its  pas 
sage  in  the  Legislature,  the  Province  will  lose 
face  if  it  backs  down  now.  The  issue  is  dear 
enough  to  the  public,  however  involved  it 
may  be  made  to  sound  by  the  time  that  all 
technicalities  are  discussed  and  aired. 

The  real  question  is  may  a union  strike 
legally  in  British  Columbia  before  a super- 
vised strike  vote  has  been  taken’  As  the  law 
reads,  it  may  not. 


Holland  Reco\«*r» 

Nature  ha*  a way  of  restoring  the  balance 
no  matter  what  the  difficulties  and  perverse 
happenings  of  events.  The  population  of 
The  Netherlands  is  a case  in  point.  Like 
Canada,  it  is  on  the  upgrade.  Official  statis- 
tics show  that  on  January  1 last  the  popula- 
tion of  Holland  numbered  9.534.000.  an 
increase  of  239.000  over  the  previous  year 
and  no  fewer  than  700.000  more  than  on 
January  L 1940.  The  City  of  Amsterdam 
now  has  more  than  800.000  inhabitants, 
and  nine  other  Dutch  centres  exceed  the  1 00.- 
000  mark. 

Last  year  saw  an  exceptional  increase  in 
population,  which  compensated  for  the  heavy 
loss  of  life  inflicted  by  the  five-year  German 
occupation.  The  birth  rate  of  1946  was 
nearly  half  as  much  again  as  the  prewar 
19  36-39  average.  These  figures  have  been 
noted  with  satisfaction  by  The  Netherlands 
authorities,  as  indicative  of  the  future  popu- 
lation prospects  for  that  country  and  the 
related  gain  to  the  economic  and  industrial 
life  of  the  nation.  The  Netherlands  is  re- 
covering rapidly  in  a human  sense  from  the 
destruction  of  war  just  as  she  is  in  a material 
way.  This  will  be  of  interest  particularly  to 
the  large  number  of  Canadians  who  came 
to  know  that  European  country  well. 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  feature  of  the 
official  population  report  is  that  mortality 
rates  are  less  than  the  prewar  average.  I he 
presumption  is  that  the  population's  vitality 
and  the  general  health  conditions  have  been 
comparatively  unshaken  by  the  experiences 
of  Nazi  rule,  which  culminated  in  the  Win- 
ter famine  of  1944-45.  The  Netherlands 
may  have  been  more  fortunate  in  this  re- 
spect than  some  other  F.uropean  nations,  but 
this  happy  state  of  affairs  will  be  welcomed 
by  outsiders  no  matter  how  far  off.  Since  a 
nation  depends  entirely  on  the  people  who 
comprise  it,  the  prospect  for  Holland  ap- 
pears to  be  promising.

Canada”

sociation's brief  declared  the  ‘ moun- 
tain differential"  rates  on  hauls  over 
the  Rockies  should  be  leveled  off 
before  any  Increase*  are  made  in 
rail  rates  on  commodities  going  to 
Pacific  consumers.

Because  we  can* 
not  get  enough  switchboard,  we  hove  to  overload  our  existing  switchboards. 
That  means  we  must  ask  our  operators  to  look  after  calls  from  more  than  Hie 
normal  number  of  telephone  lines.  Many  of  our  operators  haven't  been  working 
for  us  long  enough  to  reach  their  greatest  efficiency,  and  so,  no  matter  how  hard 
they  try,  they  ore  unable  to  handle  calls  os  fast  os  more  experienced  girls. 

So  you  see  it  adds  up  to  two  moin  problems:  overloaded  equipment  and  a high 
ratio  of  inexperienced  operators. 

These  ore  the  reasons  why  our  service  is  sometimes  below  prewar  standards.  We 
ore  doing  our  best  to  overcome  these  obstacles  and  get  our  service  back  to  normal.
